You may welj. be correct in presuming the internal orgens are routinely weighed 
during the body examination, but there are other missing things here that I 
have established es missing, so 1 want to follw each item down and get a written 
answer on each, leaving nothing to presumption, no matter how reasonable, For 
example, there are some specimens that had to have been made end of which there 
is no existing record. In one such case A heve just come accross what I think 
may be proof the specimen was taken, very early in the examination.
